Dorsey for their sunny dispositions 
and affable -manner in which they 
presented the school needs at the city 

/ offices.
I Mr. Bettlnger, chairman of the 
' . building committee, and Mr. Cralg, 

a member of the finance committee, 
 were present an* urged that the 
proper Information as to needs and 
the growth of this district be placed 
In their bands from time to time.

Mrs. Dorsey said the whole fault 
was traced to our rapid growth; that 
within the past nine months Lomita 
has grown with leaps and bounds, 
and- the school facilities needed to­ 
day were n<jt included In the bond 
book that was presented the budget 
committee before the school bond 
election.

H. L. Wilson presided and intro­ 
duced, the following, who, In turn, 
'gave short addresses:

' Cahuenga Is Lowered

A matter that vitally affects Tor­ 
rance and Lomita is the lowering 
of the grade of Cahuenga Pass, 
that when complete will divert a 
large amount of travel this way.

A survey of Cahuenga Pass to 
determine an estimate of cost for 
reducing the grade of this link in 
one of the most important thor­ 
oughfares connecting the San Fer­ 
nando Valley and the coast route 
of. the State Highway with Hojly- 
wood and the western section of 
Los Angeles City, is under way .by 
the county road department on or­ 
der of the Board of Supervisors.

Traffic is heavy through the pass 
and the 10 per cent grade is cred­ 
ited as being the cause of many 
accidents.

It is proposed to lower the grade 
to 6 per cent from the junction of 
Highland avenue and Cahuenga 
boulevard in Hollywood north to 
Universal City, bringing it down 
to a level with the Pacific Electric 
tracks.

Property of More Than
$140,000 Value Sold

In Two Days
That the city of Torrance Is on 

the eve of a )^nd and buildlns boom 
such as occurs once in a generation 
and one that will compare only with 
that being experienced by Los Ange­ 
les and Long Beach, Is evidenced by 
the fact that within forty-eight hours 
the ' Dominguez Land Corporation IB 
said to have disposed of nearly $1-10,- 
000 worth of their property'.

According to officials of this com­ 
pany they sold on Tuesday approxi­ 
mately 300 lots in the Shoestring 
Strip east of the Union Tool com­ 
pany's holdings for $93,000. The pur-, 
chasers are the firm of 'Knotts & 
Wallace of Long Beach, who are salU 
to be backed financially by a well- 
known firm in Los Angeles.

The buyers were outspoken In thc-1' 
praise of Torrance and Informed, this 
newspaper that It was their inten­ 
tion to construct homes on the tract 
for those who desired to build.

Wednesday the land company is 
said to have sold between forty and 
fifty lots to C. L. McFarland anu 
associates, of Long Beach, this prop­ 
erty also lying east of the Union 
Tool. The aggregate price paid for 
this tract was in the nelKhborhood 
of $20,000. During eaoh of these days 
the company has disposed of smaller 
parcels of land east of town aggre­ 
gating $27,000.

Hourly transactions that a few 
weeks ago would have attracted a 
great deal of attention are now rou­ 
tine in the Dominguez Land com­ 
pany's office, and the officials of the 
company are convinced that the fame 
of this city as a manufacturing cen­ 
ter, an attractive place in which 'to 
build homes for sale, and a most 
desirable place in which to live, is 
being recognized throughout the en­ 
tire state, as letters from all parts of 
the Commonwealth are pouring into 
the company's office inquiring for 
literature, asking for prices of acre­ 
age, as well as for building lots, 
.and maRing inquiry as to the manu­ 
facturing possibilities of the city.
